HAT THEY PAID FOR 

In peaceful Suresnes Cemetery on Sat- 
urday occurred the most impressive cere 
mony of the American Legion convention in 
Paris. Howard Savage, gational command- 
er, addvessed the spirit of former comrades 
of the A, &. F., declaring that the Legion 
had come to greet them frst of all, and had 
report to make to how they had carried 
on. He rededicated the living veterans of 
the American forees that fought in France 
to continue the heroic standards of patriot- 
ism and sacrifice set up by those who lie 
under white slabs at Suresnes, Romaigne, 
and in other sanctified ground where Amert- 
can dead make hallowed ground for the 
visitations of their fermer comrades now in 
France. 

“And what of our country you left behind, 
your own Usited States?” asked the com- 
mander at the climax of bis dramatic ad- 
dress. “Have we done our part by her, too? 
We know thet you would first have ber 
strong so that she might stand unafraid. 
We know that you would have her ready so 
that your children and the children of your 
comrades may hot sleep row on row ip dis- 
tant lands, sacrifees to aggression and up- 
preparedness.” 

This declaration by the Legion command- 
er typifies the view of veterans of the 
World War and sets forth their idea of the 
necessity of adequate national defense. 
They consider that they owe it to the dead 
of the A. E. F. te use every epergy to the 
end that the United States shall be too 
strong to suffer attack by any foreign foe 
and thus protect the sons of the heroije dead 
of 1917-18 or the sons of their sons. They 
believe the dead of Suresnes and Romeaigne 
peid for such a continuance of national pa- 
triotism beth inspired and practical and 
they demand that the comrades who died 
shall be thus respected and may never be 
said to have died in vain. 

“The men who lie here were the flower 
of our manhood,” said Commander Savage. 
“They were the flower of their generation. 
Let none of their comrades nor others of 
their day of patriotism forget the work they 
did and the sacrifice they made for the men 
of today and tomorrow, and let the flower 
of American manhood guarding the coun- 
try’s honor and peace teday consider their 
obligation and carry on like true Americans 
of the revered olive drab of the days of the 
World War.”
